STANFORD WHITE A 
NOTED ARCHITECT. 


NEW YORK, June 2%.—Stanford 
White was the son of Richard Grant 
White, the distinguished author and 
critic. He was born on Nov. 9, 1853, in 
New York City, and was educated in 
the public schools, supplemented by pri- 
vate tutors. He received his architec- 


tural training from Charles D. Gam- 
»rill and H. H. Richardson, and he was 
the chief assistant of the latter in the 
erection of Trinity Church, Boston. 

‘When that work was completed he 
went to Europe in 1878 and remained 
there traveling and studyi until 1880, 
when he returned to this city and en- 
tered into partnership with Charlies F. 
McKim and William R. Meade, consti- 
tuting the firm of McKim, Meade & 
White, which has since grown in- emi- 
nence down to the present day. He 
designed the architectural work to be 
used in copnection with the statues of 
Augustus St. Gaudens, notable among 
which are the Farragut statue in Madi- 
son Square and the Lincoln statue in 
Chicago; also the Washington arch, in 
this city. 

His wife was Miss Bessie Smith and 
his address is given as 121 East Twen- 
ty-first street, where he has had con- 
structed an Italian garden, which is 
one of the picturesque points in. the 
Grammercy Park section.

OF MUCH NOTORIETY. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—Harry K. 
Thaw first came prominently before 
the public about three years ago,

Harry Thaw was prominent in the 
marriage of his sister, Alice Cordelia 
Thaw, to the Earl of Yarmouth, a few 
years ago. He was booked to give the 
bride away at the ceremony, but did 
not show up, and a younger brother 
took his place. It was said then that 
he was angry because of the marriage 
settlement upon which the Ear] in- 
sisted. 

The Thaws. are one of the wealthiest 
families. in Pittsburg and one of the 
most religious. Harry was brought up 
strictly. From the time the boy passed 
14 he was guarded by companions whose 
only instructions were to keep him from 
evil influences and the girls.

BRYAN 1S HOW 
WEALTHY MAN 


Assessor’s Books Show That He 
Is Possessed of a Goodly 
Inheritance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LINCOLN, Neb., June 26.—The mate- 
rial wealth of William Jennings Bryan 
in his Lincoln suburban belongings is 
over $50,000, while downtown he has a 
$22,000 property according to the asses- 
sors. Upon this he will pay about $600 
taxes into the county treasury during 
the coming year. 2 
This assessment is increased over that 
of last year and is represented in large 
part outside his real estate, The home 
roperty at Fairview is assessed at 
24,150 and the adjoining tracts of land, 
six in number, are assessed at 025. 
Mr. Bryan's personalty is fixed at $10, - 
950 on the return by his agent. Mr. 
Bryan had $3000 in cash or in bank and 
is one of the few persons in the county 
who seems to have any considerable 
sum in the vaults. 
Other items on his 
head of cattle, $800; 
corn, $5; hay, $10; jewelry, diamonds 
and silverware, $500; house goods, 
; firearms, $150; dogs, $10; watches 
and clocks, $300; carriages and wagons, 
$700. Aside from this property Mr. Bry- 
an owns the Commoner in Lincoln.

Owners of automobiles, proprietors of 
garages and honest, responsible chauf- 
feurs, who have regard for their em- 
ployers’ property rights, are much 


this kind. Many of them urge 
chauffeurs should be licensed by the city 
and required to take an examination as 
to their fitness and reliability. 


Not Covered by Law. 


It is argued that men who will use 
automobiles. without their owners’ 
knowledge are not fit to operate ma- 
chine, /whicr when improperly han- 
dled, become agents-of destruction and 
death. Prosecuting authorities have 
sought in vain for some law which will 
enable an owner to prosecute these au- 
tomobile sneaks. 

Courts have ruled that charges of em- 
bezzlement, larceny or conversion of 
property will not stand, because, ‘they 
say, the. chauffeur is-the custodian of 
the machine and his offense in using 
it is merely a breach of trust. The 
owner’s. only remedy lies in the small 
satisfaction he can get from. discharg- 
ing the chauffeur or seeing him con- 
victed. of intoxication. 

A test case was made several months 
ago against Adolphus Busch’s chauf- 
feur, who sneaked his employer's 4u- 
tomobile and ran it against the College 
Church at Grand avenue and Lindell 
boulevard. He was charged with ma- 
licious trespass, but Judge Moore, in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, threw 
the case out of court. 

In Favor of License, 


Harry T. Turner, prominent St. 
louis devotee’ of. automobiling, de- 
clared Tuesday morning that he was 
strongly in favor of not only Sgt 
ing a chauffeur to be licensed, but 
thought a rigid character examination 
should be made of every man who 
drives an automobile through  8t. 
Louis streets. 

“Unless the driver of an auto owns 
the machine he's driving,..in ._whic® 
case he’s’ most apt to be very careful, 
he should be licensed,” said Mr. Tur- 
ner to a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
discussing the many recent escapads 
ef wild chauffeurs. “St. Louis has 
simply been the dumping-ground for 
chauffeurs from other cities, whose 
recklessness elsewhere has compelled 
them to come to St, Louis. They un- 
derstand we're ‘easy’ here and we've 
been getting the riff-raff ever since 
automobiles began to spin along our 
downtown streets and West End 
boulevards, 

“The scheme in France is a good 
che. A chauffeur there must not only 
be Heensed, but he must have in his 
possession at all times a card, bear- 
ing his photograph and the seal of 
the Examining Board, declaring hig 
to be of sober character. 

“The Examining Board has the ar- 
bitrary power to revoke-a man's li- 
cense in France at any time, whether 
for reckless driving, for driving his 
omployer's auto without the latter's 
y cause 
the board thinks justifies- action 
on tts part.

TWO WEEKS’ COURTSHIP

Policeman Use Clubs. 


In order to make their way into the 
house the police were forced to draw 
their clubs, 
expel a struggling throng of men and 
women from the rooms. 

As the pnolice entered the bedroom 
Kondorus gasped and his body became 
rigid. Finding that the crowd still con- 
tinued, threats of lynching. the word 
was passed that the man was dead. 

An ambulance was summoned and the 
trip to the hospital was then begun. 
A block from the house Kondurus re- 
vived and began to groan. A crowd of 
bovs who had followed the ambulance 
shouted: ‘He's alive. Come on.’ 

This brought the crowd racing down 
the street toward the wagon. but the 
driver of the anence whipped up 
his horses and escap

NOW FOR THE ICE\ TRUST. 

Judge Ryan delivered a knockout blow to the 
trusts doing business in Missouri. In the case of the 
Cahill-Swift Manufacturing Co. against Joseph P. 
Walsh, he held that the defendant’s plea that the 
plaintiff corporation was in a trust relieved him of 
liability to pay a bill for goods to the amount of 
$240.83. The defendant acknowledged the receipt 
of the goods and the correctness of the bil] and 
pleaded only the benefit of section 8970 of the anti- 
trust law, declaring a purchaser free from: liability 
for the price or payment of commodities bought of 
an individual, company or corporathon violating: that 
law. 

This penalty is one of several in the sweeping 
anti-trust law of this State which forbids any agree- 
ment, combination, confederation or understanding 
to regulate or fix the price of any article or com- 
modity, or which “lessens or tends to lessen full and 
free competition.” The law provides a fine of from 
$5 to $100 for every act in its violation, forfeiture of 
the right to do business, forfeiture of charter, void- 
ance of contracts, forfeiture of the right to collect 
bills and of the protection of the State. 

On the same day that Judge Ryan handed down 
his decision the Court of Common Pleas in Toledo, 
O., fined five Ice Trust magnates $5000 each and sen- 
tenced them to one-year terms in the Workhouse.

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' EXPERT COMMISSIONS. 

Before the plans are finally decided upon and 
the work is commenced on the improvements provid- 
ed for by the bond issue, the Post-Dispatch reiter- 
ates and emphasizes its suggestion that commissions 
of experts be created, to co-operate with the Board 
of Public Improvements in planning and supervis- 
ing the work. The members of the board have their 


{hands full with the ordinary work of their depart- 


ments. This work is extraordinary, and it is of 
the utmost importance that the plans be laid along 
broad lines which will lay the foundation for future 
additions of the best kind. Beauty and utility 
should be combined in the plans. 

Certainly it will not be denied that an able engi- 
neer, familiar with the situation, should plan the 
mugicipal bridge. He should have the assistance 
of expert railroad counsel. But the argument in 
favor of experts for the boulevard, the other bridges 
and the public buildings, which ought to be built 
with reference to a civic center, is as strong. 

In suggesting these expert commissions, the Post- 
Dispatch does not intend to urge that they super- 
sede the Board of Public Improvements. They should 
work with President O’Reilly and the board as spe- 
cial assistants for the particular purpose provided 
for by the bonds. They should have reasonable com- 
pensation for their work, ‘and should be carefully 
selected with reference to their special qualifications 
for the particular improvement assigned to them.

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WHEAT cP f 
ABOVE AVERAGE 


Missouri Yield Lacks Uniform- 
ity, Being Good and 
Bad in Spots. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., June 26.—The wheat 
crop now being harvested in Missouri 
is, on the whole, somewhat above the 
average in both quality and quantity. 
There is a lack of uniformity, however, 
the crop being good and bad in spots. 
the grain in some sections having suf- 
fered by recent unfavorable weather. 
The weekly press bulletin issued here 
this morning by ;the Missouri Weather 
Bureau says: . 
“The week ending Monday: morning, 
June 3%, averaged cooler than usual over 
the entire State. The deficiency in tem- 
perature ranged from three degrees to 
Seven degrees a day, the most marked 
departure occurring over the Ozark 
Plateau and Northeastern plain. High 
day temperatures ranging from 90 de- 
grees to 97 degrees occurred during the 
week, but as a rule the nights were 
too cool for best results. Minimum 
temperatures ranging from 43 degrees 
to 49 degrees occurred over the Ozark 
Plateau and from §© degrees to 55 de- 
grees over other sections. 
“Generally throughout the State, save 
a few northwestern counties, the rain- 
fall during the week was above the nor- 
mal. Light to moderate showers fell 
on the 18th, 19th and 2th. On the 23d 
and 24th heavy rains occurred over the 
greater part of the State, except in the 
northwestern section. Heavy rains have 
fallen in nearly all central and south- 
ern districts and moisture is ample for 
the time being in most of the north 
and wa xich ne tanta counties."’
